French Assembly Approves 
Atlantic Pact 398 to 187 
in Hot All-Night Session 


By The Associated Press 
The North Atlantic treaty 
was 


approved today by the French na- 
tional assembly the pact now needs 
only the approval of the French 
and Dutch upper houses ol parlia- 
ment before it goes into effect. 


The Frecnh asscmby approval 


was by a vote of 398 to 187. It 
came after 
an all-night session 


marked by heated debate which at 
one point boiled over into fist-fight- 
ing between Communists and right- 
ists. 


The treaty provides that it will 


come into force as soon as 
the 


ratifications of the majority of the 
signatories, including B e l gium, 
Canada, France, Luxembourg, the 
N e t h e r 1 a n ds, Britain, and the 
United States arc deposited. This 
means that only final action by the 
French and Dutch upper houses in 
the Parliament of the Marshall 
plan countries. Britain has requcst- 
and 
additional 
$624,000000 
to 


meet her 
emergency 
needs. A 


French spokesman said the British 
request "could break the Marshall 
plan wide open." 


An American economist in Paris 


said the other Western European 
nations "will never stand for" the 
British request. The other partici- 
pating nations had become resigned 
to a slash in American recovery 
aid. 


In Washington Democratic party 
leaders said they would support a 
recovery fund of about 16 per cent 
below what the European countries 
had hoped to receive.

Secret Story 
Points to 
Russian War 


Washington, July 2G — (UP) — 


The administration is preparing to 
lay before congress secret intelli- 
gence reports which indicate that 
Russia is arming for war, it was 
learned today. 


Informed sources said American 


and Allied agents have cracked the 
curtain of secrecy surrounding So- 
viet military 
preparations, their 


reports, it was said, will be used to 
back up President Truman's re- 
quest for a $l,4f)0.0(10,000 arms aid 
program lor free nations. 


Latest figures available here indi- 


cate that Russia and her satellites 
have 6,000,000 men 
under 
arms. 


U. S. officials said Russia 
alone 


has 170 combat divisions, and her 
satellites 90 more. Last year 
it 


was estimated that Russia's ground 
strength could be raised to 300'di- 
visions within GO days. 


Aviation experts estimate 
that 


Russia has between 12,000 and 15,- 
000 operative war planes. 


A recent foreign analysis of So- 


viet air strength said Russian pro- 
duction of a copy of the American 
B-29 bomber has reached 75 to 100 
per month. American 
authorities 


believe this figure too high. 


_ However, the U. S. specialists are 
included to go along with the for- 
eign report's estimate that Russia 
can put more than 1,000 jet fight- 
ers in the air at once. In fact, they 
[said this estimate 
probably 
is 
(low. ' 


The foreign report said Russia 


had between 750 and 1.000 
four- 


engine bombers and probably could 
put 500 in the 
air for an 
initial 


assault. This 
estimate, 
however, 


was greeted with a 
measure oi' 


skepticism here.

Retirement Plan 
Freak Would Pay 
Out Huge Amount 


Washington, July 25 — (/P) — One 


government employe who paid a 
total of $7.43 into tho civil service 
retirement fund now is eligible to 
receive retirement benefits of $17,- 
500 a year, a house civil service 
'committee report disclosed today. 


Based on life expectancy figures, 


the emplove may collect more than 
3150,000 on his $7.43 unless con- 
gress passes legislation 
recently 


j approved by 
the 
committee 
and 


now awaiting house actioon. 


The civil service 
commission, 


urging passage of the bill, said it 
would deny the employe the huge 
retirement benefits and give him 
instead a $1,950 annuity. 


The situation arose this way: 
The employe was a fedcra; ref- 
eree in 
government 
bankruptcy 
cases and during the time he was 
employed, the referees 
received 


one per cent of the assets distrib- 
uted. He earned a peak of $220,- 
|000 
from January 1 to June 30, 


J1947. 


Federal referees at 
the 
time 
were not under the civil service 
retirement system but were 
in- 
cluded later. 


The employe, iinnamed.-'Ieft his 
job and took one in the office of a 
congressman 
during 
December, 


1948. 
During that month he con- 


tributed $7.43 into the retirement 
system, which made him eligible 
to receive the $17,500 a year an- 
nuity, based on past earnings in 
the government. Or is he choosen, 
he would receive $15,000 a year and 
his wife, after his death, would get 
$0,750 a year.
